New York, March

Vice President Henry Wallace sug- 
gests America might achieve post- 
war prosperity 
by 
making 
and 


sending abroad more goods than it 
actually collects for in imports or 
money. 


Such a procedure, Wallace said 


at a postwar conference of the 
American business congress 
last 


night, might 
enable 
the United 


States to continue after the war the 
"economy of abundance" and full 
employment of the war period. 


Wallace, departing from his pre- 


pared text, offered this idea in the 
form of a question and, when 
asked if a balance of outgo and in- 
come would have to be struck later, 
said: "That is a long answer," and 
declined further comment.
